UNEMPLOYMENT 
FUND POSITION . 


Although what has come to be 
known as the hard core of 
British unemployment remains, 
there are welcome signs that 
some impression is being made 
on the problem by. a variety. of 
helpful circumstances. For ex- 
he latest_figures issued 
show that, despite additional 
registrations, the number of 
jobless last month was 26,000 
fewer than in February, and 
280,000 less than a year ago. It 


. lis true that there. are still more 


than a million and a half out of 
work, but’ various plans which 
the Government is undertaking 
are expected to bring about a 
dimunition-of- this-number-in-the 
near future, What is definitely 
to the good is the improved fin- 
ancial state of the Unemployed 
Fund, the condition of which less 
than six years ago was so low 
as seriously to alarm those im- 
mediately concerned with its 
administration. It will be ro- 
called that the situation was so 
grave in October, 1931, that, 


according to Lord Snowden, then |° 


Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
there was a danger that in an- 
other month’s time “‘there would 
have been no money to pay the 
unemployed,” if drastic mea- 
sures had not been adopted to

result of the financial and. poli- 
tical ‘crisis a National Govern- 
ment was formed, and prosper- 
ity was gradually restored. To- 
day the Unemployment Fund is 
not only solvent but it has 
accumulated .an unexpectedly 
large surplus. Employment has 
inereased to such an extent that 
a special committee, which has 
been dealing with Unemployment 
Insurance, has recommended two 
substantial improvements of un- 
employment benefit. A year 
ago the committee announced its 
plan for building up'a substan- 
tial reserve during favourable 
trade periods for use in times of 
depression.

“The duties of the Court und of the 
King's Proctor are quite Independent 
and distinct. 
has shown that‘they are, to some 
extent, complementary. First of all, 
ng regards the Court, I prefer, to ¢x- 
press the duty of the Court not in 
words of my own ‘but by quotation 
from two judgments’ given by mem- 
bers of the full Court of Appeal.” 


_The first, Sir Boyd sald, arose out 

of tne case of Hyman in 102% He 
quoted from the'report af the Court 
of Appeal the words of Lord Justice 
Scrutton: “The Divorce. Court is 
entrusted with jurisdiction of 
national Importance ?. , the marri- 
nge tie and the terms upon which 
it should be dissolved involve fur 
wider consideratlon than the will or 
consent of the paortics to the marr!- 
age.’ 


The ‘President sald the late 
Master of the Rolls summarised In 
one sentence the positive-duty which 
was laid upon the Court. He :sald: 
“The Court js charged, under .the 
orlginn) ‘Act’ and the Consolidation 
Act, to be sntisfied in, divorce suits 
"that the case has been proved; that 
there Kas not been connivance’ or 
collusion [n obtaining divorce con- 
trary to the justice of the case; and 
that if Inquiries were justified the 
court could not forgo ifs duty.” 


“It is a duty," went on the Pre- 
sident, “'whilch has thus been stated 
twice by the full Court-of Appeal in 
recent years, in terms which are plain 
and imperative. 


: COLLUSION 


“In the passage I have just quoted 
‘the Inte Master of. the Rolls refers 
to collusion for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a divorce contrary to the justice 
of.the case, : 


“It may. be as well if I say a few 


words about collusion generally. . - 


“No one has ever attempted an 
exhaustive definition of collusion, and 
it would be most unwise to do s0, 
but one aspect of it was described 
os long ago as 1800 by Lord 
Stowell.” 


|... Lord Stowell sald it_was.an agrees. 
ment between two partics for one to 
commit, or appear to commit, an act! 
of adultery in order that the other 
might obtain a remedy, at Inw on Sf 
a real injury had been suffered. 


Another aspect of it was put, near- 
ly 100 years later, by Lord St. 
Helier, He referred to the possible 
existence of an improper .agreement 
between the parties to . suppress 
materfal facts. “Either form of 
fraud is diMcult to expose,” sald the 
President, ‘ 


- “The duty, therefore, which Is !m- 
posed upon the Court is as diMcult 
as it is‘ peculiar to the divorce 
jurisdiction. But {t would be idle, 
for the purposes of this particular 
case, to consider whether the powers 
of the Court might not be made easier 
by amending the wording of the 
statute. ‘ 


FOUR COURSES 


“Even so, as the Attorney General 
has pointed out, the statute docs 
provide methods for assisting the 
Court, In fact, though he hus re- 
ferred only to one, there are four 
courses laid down in the statute by| 
which persons, including the King's! 
Proctor, may, assist the Court, and 
these also are entirely forelgn to the 
ordinary circumstances of litigation. 

“{t-l9 here that the rights of the 
public and the King’s Proctor asa 
member of the public, are’ provided 
for, and his duties are devised. 


“First.of all, the Court itself may 
direct oll necessary papers In a-case 
to be sent to the King’s Proctor, who, 
under the directlon of the Attorney 
General, ‘may instruct counsel to 
argue before the Court any question 
in relation to the matter which the 
Court deems necessary or expedient 
to have fully argued. ‘

“No one has ever attempted an 
exhaustive definition of collusion, and 
it would be most unwise to do so, 
but one aspect of it was described

Lord Stowell said it was an agree 


of adultery in order that the other 
might obtain a remedy at low aos if 
a real injury had been suffered. 


Another aspect of.it was put, near- 
ly 100 yeurs later, by Lord St. 
Helier, He referred to the possible 
existence of an improper agreement 
between the parties to suppress 
materlat facts.. “Elther form of 
fraud is difficult to expose,” sald th 
President.. . 


“The duty, therefore, which ‘is im- 
Posed upon the Court is as diMcult 
as it ts peculiar to the divorce 
jurisdiction.

FOUR COURSES

“The Corrector Of

Mr, Algernon Ashton, the musician, 
died to-day.—Reuter. 

Algernon Bennet Langton Ashton 
was even beter: known to the general 
public by his Innumerable Ictters to 
the papers and his interest In tombs. 
He was born at Durham In 1859, but 
In-1863 his father, who had been prin- 
cipal tenor at the Cathedral — there, 
went to live at Leipzig where the 
boy's musical talent enlisted the Ins 
terest. of Moschcles, Entering * the 
Conservatoire ai the age of 15,. he 
studied under Relnocke,  Jadassohn 
and E. I. Richter, and won the Helbig 
prize for composition. Later 
came a pupil of Joachim Raff. at 
Frankfurt. A i 

Some of his chamber music and 
songs were published at Leipzig 
where hig work nad oa vogue which it 
has never attained, in England. He 
was a composer of serious alms and 
‘some of his pieces have fino qualitics, 
In 1881 he settled in London and four 
years later ‘was appointed professor of 
the plano at the Royal College of 
Mus‘c, holding the post till 1910. He 
fave a number of concerts In Londen 
and elsewhere... In 1894 he toured 
with.Ben Davies and .Tivadar de 
Nachez, 2 : 

Musie, however, did not monopolise 
his energies. He spent much time in 
seoking out and keeping in repair the 
graves ‘of’ distinguished persons, .and 
was the means: of restoring muny 
noteworthy resting places. In connec- 
tlon with this curious hobby and cn 
many other subjects he wrole count- 
less letters to the newspapers und, 
earned for himself -the nickname of 
"Corrector of the Press.” . 

In 1905 he published a collection of 
525 of these and In 1908 a _ sccond 
series of 656, Some. years ago: he 
Announced that he Intended to leave 
the newspapors to their fate, but he 
found it impossible to restrain his 
‘pen and the flow of lefters began again, 
Ashion’s. name is jncluded in the 
Marquis de Ruvigny’s Plantagenet Roll 
as a descendant of Edward III.
